"I have read a lot of books in my time,"
said a literary man, "and I am glad to
observe that with each decade the 'young
and beautiful heroine' is slowly and surely
ageing and her beauty is fading.

They were indeed heartrending, so good
and ingenuous was she. In the slang of the
present day she was a dead easy mark for
the whole push in the book, from the rich
uncle to the bad girl at school.
"But in the last chapter she always re-

covered her feet, struck her gait and came
up the post a winner from her rival in a

strong finish, raking in the stakes, a baro-
net (never below a baronet in the three-
volume English novel), an earl, or a duke,
or any old title the author was kind enough
to give her as a reward for patient waiting
and chalk chewing.
"About twenty years ago her stock went

up several points and she became a weight
for age filly, owning up to at least seven-
teen leafy springs. The chalk chewing
habit fell into disfavor. But she was still
the same kittenish, willowy, sylph waistl.
insufficiently fed beautiful darling of old,
who brought tears to your eyes in her ef-
forts not to let the hero know how much
she loved him, and how dead scared she
was lest he'd never find out how much she
'cared' for Reginald, old boy. Did you ever
realize what a horrible thing it would be
if Reginald should forget to declare in the
last chapter the tender passion whieb has
racked his hollow chest through all the
preceding pages? Wouldn't that be a liter-
ary catastrophe, and wouldn't it be pretty
hard on the dear girl's nerves? In the old
novels, however, Reginald always came up
to the scratch all right, like a little man.
"And so. as the years have chased along

with old Father Time the sweet creature's
age has gradually elongated like the purse
of one who is throwing his dough to the
winds. By gentle inclines she managed by
desperate efforts to reach eighteen, where
she hovered lovingly and reluctantly to
leave this most fascinating age. Then she
crawled to nineteen. This is a good age
for heroines of today to make their initial
bow to an expectant and resistless reading
public. You see, twenty is an age that
first awakens in the feminine breast a
feeling that the time has been reached
when, even if she is a heroine in a book, it
is a good thing to begin to hedge on the
age question and appear deaf and dumb
when the subject is brought up for discus-
sion at table.
"Few authors have the temerity to trot

her out at twenty or over except the most
reckless, and these have qualms of con-
science at their strength of mind.
"She needn't be beautiful now. There

are other charms than facial beauty, and
they are going in for 'beauty of the soul'
and other adornments, such as 'character'
or 'mind.' Of course, men don't pick a
woman out for a wife for her beauty. Oh,
no! It's 'soul' with these authors. That's
all they know about us.
"However, if the popular heroine keeps

on ageing, in fifty years from now she will
be an old maid and then the hero won't
have her, even in the last chapter,"

Queer Types Th4t qne May See
in a Prominerji Rpstaurant.

MANY ILLUSIONS SMASHED

NEW YORK, April 20, 1900.
Perhaps Illusions are made to be shat-

tered. Could any mere provincial, any
wide-mouthed outlander, after listening for
many years to extravagant descriptions of
the "superb Easter parade of beauty.
wealth, fashion and quality" in the 5th
avenue of New York be blamed for taking
up a stand, bright and early on Easter
morning, on the curb of one of the num-
bered streets directly off the 5th avenue,
and there waiting for it all to happen-for
all the splendor of which he had heard so

much to burst upon his envious gaze? No,
the provincial could not be blamed, any
more than he could be blamed for going to
the Westminster Abbey on his first visit to
London.
Well. the Westminster Abbey exists; you

see it, in its massive, somber magnificence;
but the "superb Easter parade of beauty,
wealth, fashion and quality" does not exist;
It is simply one of those houses of cards,
you know-one of those sumptuous rhetori-
cal things, such as might be framed about
a bank of sunset clouds that resemble is-
lands; and the provincial comes away from
his coign of vantage on the curb of the
side street leading into the 5th avenue.
disappointed, it is true. and yet with some-
thing very like a smile on his face. He
thinks rather better of the provincial city
whence he has come to the great metropo-
lis; particularly, if he happen to be a pro-
vincial from Washington. his respect for
the capital yises to a tremendous de-
gree, and he says unto himself, "It appears
that, after all. we in Washington are not
such provincials as these New Yorkers im-
agine us to be."

New York's Easter Parade.
For if in Connecticut avenue. Washing-

ton, on Sunday last there were not a pa-
rade of wealth, beauty, fashion and qual-
ity far beyond anything that was ever dis-
played of that sort on an Easter Sunday
ia the 5th avenue of New York,'then the
writer hereof simply never saw the great
monolith standing cemeo-clear against the
blue hills of Virginia. In 5th avenue there
were numerous thousands of young men
painfully immaculate in fuzzy frock coats
and aggressive top hats: and there were
numerous thousands of young women with
them, whose eyes seemed still heavy with
the labor they must lave performed to get
their gowns and hats ready in time for the
great event: some of them, in truth, were
fairly pretty. But where was the wealth.

$10,mo-a-year assistant stewards, and all
that?-surely, here ought to be found the
beauty and wealth and fashion and quality.
anyhow. if nowhere else. So the provincial
thought, and he went.

Dining and Diners.
Well, it was a good dinner, all right. The

table was set real well, so it was, the at-
tendance was excellent if somewhat wolfish
in its gaze toward the wind-up of the meal,
the food about the same that the provincial
had got at considerable less expense in
numerous Washington hotels, and the sur-
roundings quite overwhelming In thsir-
well. in their costliness; costliness is about
the word to use here.
